FIRE PREVENTION 
WEEK OPENS OCT. 6 


Fire prevention week will com- 
mence Sunday October 6 and continue 
until Saturday October 12, according 
to a proclamation by Viscount Will- 
ingdon governor-general of Canada 
contained in the Canada Gazette 
which arrived Thursday. 

Stating that 300 persons lose their 
lives through fire annually and that 
tthe property loss exceeds $30,000,000 
the Governor-General urges several 
precautionary measures among which 
are the following: 

“All dwellings ang their pireonsa 
ings should be carefully inspected 
by their occupants during fire preven 


tion week and all conditions likely’ 


tc cause promote or spread fires 
should be removed. 
“Public buildings, stores, warehous- 


es and factories should be inspected 


and cleaned of rubbish 
“Necessary 


from fire hazands. 


“Fire drills should be organized for 
children in schools for inmates of in- 
stitutes and for employees in large 


stores and factories. 


“Special instruction on fire pre- 
vention should be given by teacehra 
and municipal officials in the schools. 

“Boy Scout leaders should give in- 
structions to the troops under their 
control as to the best means of co-op 
erating with municipal fire _depart- 


ments."

BOARD INVESTIGATE 
WHEAT SITUATION’ 


STUDY REASON FOR DISPARITY 
BETWEEN AMERICAN AND 
CANADIAN WHEAT PRICES 

WASHINGTON—By request of tthe 
recently created federal farm board 
of the United States bureau of agri- 
cultural economics has undertaken an 
investigation of the disparity =a 


Canadian wheat prices and wheat 
priees in the northern states. 

To ascertain the causes of tthe dif- 
ference tthe bureau has begun an in- 
quiry in to the amount and availabili 
ty to country and elevator storage in 
the two countries; ‘tramsponrtation 
charges will be a factor to be consider 
ed; the companative quality of the 
wheat offered ito domestic and world 
markets arid all other influences that 
affect prices in the Dominion and the 
United Staties will be examined. 

Field workers are already engaged 
in ‘this undertaking and price experts 
in the -bureau at Washington are 
studying the ecbnomics of the situa- 
tion. 

The study will include examination 
of the prices at country shipping 
points in relation to prices at ter- 
minal markets; also a comparison of 
American terminal market prices by 
grades and classes of wheat, cash and 
future, with prices at Winnipeg. 

The information to be obtained will 
be utilized by the federal farm board 
toa serve as guide in determining its 
future policy respecting expansion 
cf farmer-owned and conitrolled stor- 
age facilities and toward co-operative 
markating of wheat in general. 

The federal farm board is an or- 
ganization created under the new leg- 
islattion for farm relief. Its eight mem 
bers sit under the chairmanship of 
Ajex Legge, former president of the 
International Harvester Company 
and one-time manager of the allied 
purchasing commission. Mr Legge re- 
tired from a $100,000 a year job to do 
his present work ,at $12,000 a year. 

The purpose of the legislation that 
brought the farm relief board into ex- 
istence, with its $500,000,000 fund be- 
ing the improvement of the condi- 
tions of American agriculture, it is 
possible now, after three moniths of 
action, to examine the processes by 
which it is seeking that objective. 

‘The board believes,’ Chairman 
Legge staltes, ‘thiat it can be of the 
greatest assiistamce to American far- 
mers by encouraging the development 
of large-scale central co-operaltive or- 
ganizations. Such agencies by them- 
selves would be, because of their pres 
tige and influence, stabilizing ele- 
ments in marketing.’ 

The board hopes to assist Ameri- 
can farmers to enter into co-opera- 
tive action as this is understood by 
the Canadian wheat pools. The main 
difference between the Canadian and 
the United States situation is that in 
Canad& the oo-operating farmers 
have practically wholly financed their 
own corporations; in the United 
States the government has put a fund 
of half a billion dollars at the dispos- 
ui of the farm bodrd for auxiliary fin- 
ancing, in addition to what farmers 
do for themselves through their own 
banks.

ELEVATORS 10 STORE 
WHEAT. IN BRITAIN 


SHOULD HAVE GREAT ASSET 
FOR FARMER PRODUCERS > 
IN CANADA 


It has been Jearned that one of the 
likgly proposals which Hon J. H. 
Thomas, lord privy seal might sub- 
mit ‘to the British government when 
he retunns from his visit to Canada 
is that extensive elevtons be erected 
at certain ports in the British Isles 
to store wheat says the ‘Market Ex 
aminer”’ 

Government officials in this country 
see great; possibilities for Canada if 
such @ proposition ig accopted easpec 
ially if the project is expanded to in 
clude cold and dry storage 

The immediate object on the part 
of tle British governm‘nt in build- 
ing Jhe ebevators would be to relieve 
uncmployment. In addition the in- 
creased storage space would place 
Kritain in a position of having a 
larger visible supply of wheat in the 
country. This wheat might be owned 
by buyers in England, or by sgéllers 
in Canada. With plenty of storage 
space in England the flow could be 
steady and dependable irrespective of 
whether sales were being made 

Sir William Noble promiennt ship 
ping man of Britain who recently 
visited Canada complained that the 
shipping industry bad suffered as a 
result of the recent hold-up in grain 
and their boats were unable to obtain 
cangoes. The flow of grain could be 
sueady if Oanadian owners could 
utone in Dngiland when desired and 
sell when the market suited them 

Some of the gnain men here feared 


would tend to depress the prices 
there Canada would be really more 
deeply concerned in tthe extension of 
cold storage facilities tn Great Bri- 
tain. The Canadian shipper of ap- 


disadvanitage by being forced to sell 
his entine consignment in one block 
elmost as soon as it reaches Liver- 
pool instead of being able to store 
it and feed the demand as it rises 
Trade expertis here think that dry 
storage there will greatly help the 
apple export business 

Dairy products would also greatly 
benefit by cold storage. For example 
in Canada ice cream is made almost 
a year in advance and kept in stor- 
age for the next summer’s hot weath 
er demand. Trade officials see no rea 
son why Canadian ice cream should 
wot be shipped to Liverpool in large 
auantities and be ever ready for any 
demand that might arise there.

OUR DISTRICT ON SEVERAL 
KNOWN OIL SANDS 

To quote Mr A. M. Grigg, chairman. 
of the. oil section of the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce, “Canada is 
becoming oil~minded and the expres 
sion ‘hitting on all six’ is eloquent of 
the epeed, progress power and pros- 
peritty of the people of the North 
American continent which is founded 
on crude ofl.

In point of development work the 
Pirch Lake-Fabyan-Wainwright field 
ts sccond only to Turner Valley, this 
field being hongitudionally directly 
south of the great McMurray oil ex- 
posure. At} Wainwright, where a rich 
heavy crude is found at depths vary- 
ing around 2,300 feet from the sur- 
face geologists advise that there are 
three probable oil sands (and possibly 
a fourth) below depths so far drilled 
to, and these experts are in accord- 
in recommending deeper drilling to 
tap ithe great Alberta oil pool with 
the prospect of heavy pressure ensur 
ing wells of tremendous production 
of ight crude oil. 

Concerning the value of Wain- 
wnight crude, which has been produc

dustrial Research Counci] of Canada 
On page 9 of that report the Univer 
sal Produce Company is quoted as say 
ing of the Wainwright crude oils it 
had tested: 

“That the cracked gasoline has very 
high anti-knock properties, being 
equivalent} to the cracked gasoline 
from our Smackover crude in that re 
speci. This cracked gasoline is the 
equivalent in anti-knock properties 
of any gasoline which is now being 
produced commercially in any part 
of the world. Stated in terms of a Mid 
Continent gasoline and benzo] mix- 
ture the cracked gasoline from the 
Wainwright crude is equal to a Mid- 
Continent, straight run gasoline, con 
taining in a mixture therewith 28 per 
cent of commercia] benzol’ 

A drawing used by Thomas G. 
Madgwick (Petorleum engineer, de- 
partment of the interior, Ottawa,, 
when addressing the annual meeting 
of the Canadian Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgy at Winnipeg in March 
1929, on the subject “The Oil and Gas 
Situation in the Prairie Provinces” 
which accompanied that repont ser- 
ves to illustrate very forcefully the 
great advantages of oil structures in 
the Wainwright and tributary dis- 
tricts with respect to shallower and 
consequently less expensive drilling. 
Impressive and noteworthy is the fact 
that at Wainwright the limestone is 
found at a depth of just 2,550 feet 
and still more remarkable is the fact 
that almost wilthout exception past 
drilling has not been carried to the 
lime and in no case has there becn 
as yet, any carnost attempt to drill 
to production in the limestone. The 
oil-folds or structures in this field are 
of wide expanse. The possibilities in 
this area are immense.; and in the 
words of the gerat Eastern Canadian 
editor, Mr Sidney Norman “The de 
velopment. of our tremendous poten 
tial crude oil reservoirs is in but the 
merest infant 'tsage. Certainly in the 
years to come Albeuta’s oil develop 
memt will be so vast as to hold the 
attention and interest of the whole 
Pritish Hmpire,—indced in the eyes 
of the world,” and assuredly the 
Wainwright field will play no small 
part in this great ultimate success.

Turkeys raised in the open during 
ithe summer cannot stand close con 
Snement during the fattening period 
and should therefore not be confined 
0 pens. When properly fed they will 
take no more exercise than is neces- 
sary for good digestion. If closely. 
renfined in pens there is great danger 
of ithe birds going off their feed and 
developing digestive troubles with ac 
companying loss ot flesh. Close con 
inement is often the cause of heavy 
montality durimg the fattening period 

Turkeys are usually marketed in 
November or December. Those tnark 
ted in November go to the Thanks- 

-ving trade and the December lot are
